Standards Against the Sky ' 
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Tram Standards 


On many of the old tram routes the 
workers are busy taking down the over- 
head wires, and even the tracks have been 
either taken up or filled in in places. 
Only the standards remain, on occasional 
stretches of road, to remind us of the 
lumbering vehicles which so many people 
said would never go off our streets. 

Have you noticed any of these stripped 
standards? A few evenings ago I was 
crossing one of the canal bridges and, just 
as I was on the bridge, a row of stan- 
dards caught my eye. There was a 
straight stretch of road and about a dozen 
standards were visible, all on the same 
side of the road. 

The sky was reddening, and, for the 
first time, I saw the pattern of these iron 
trees against the clouds, and remarkably 
delicate they looked, stretching pre- 
cariously across the roadway, the old wire- 
holders like bursting buds. Just for a 
moment I had a pang of regret, not so 
much for the passing of the trams, but 
for the passing of everything. 

It is extraordinary what a calm, beau- 
tiful evening can do to one. I never 
thought that I could become sentimental 
over a tram! 


Ciyde Steamers 


One of the saddest of many depriva- 
tions caused to the people of Glasgow by 
the present conflict is the withdrawal this 
summer of so many of the Clyde pleasure 
steamers. 

“As everyone knows,” this year’s guide- 
book says, ‘‘ the Clyde normally is served 
by a fleet of luxurious pleasure steamers, 
but during the war the ordinary cruises 
of these steamers have necessarily been 
withdrawn ’’—‘‘ steamers,”” the book goes 
on to sav, “‘ whose grace and fleetness are 
unrivalled and worthy of the high -tradi- 
tion of the river.” A much restricted ser- 
vice still plies between the mainland and 
such places as Arran, Rothesay and 
Dunoon, but most of the famous fleet has 
found other work to do, 

A great deal has been written by experts 
about the Clyde steamers, which are said 
to have a library of their own. The 
magnificent Wotherspoon Collection in the 
Mitchell Library consists of no fewer than 
forty-two volumes, and is called “In the 
Track of the Comet.’’ 

During the last war the Waverly—the 
first Clyde steamer to break away from 
the paddle tradition—was used for war 
work; but she came back safely to her 
own river, where, ‘‘ reconditioned after 
war service,” she took up her own familiar 
job again. 


The Racing Rivals 


These Clyde steamers have never been 
leisurely in their movements, and for 
almost a century there has been the 
keenest rivalry between different lines. 

‘““Then,’’ someone has written of the 
year 1861, ‘‘ speed was everything, the 
comfort of the passengers being a 
secondary consideration.” Indeed, trips 
on the Clyde were almost certain to turn 
into races, and it is recorded of one of 
these impromptu events that it was “so 
distressing to a number of staid 
passengers who had been contemplating a 
quiet sail on the twi-lit Firth ” that they 
disembarked at the first port on Arran 
Island at which the boat called. :

The Backbone of the Game ! 
N the face of intensive competition from 

almost, every country in Europe since the 

last war, Ireland’s tennis stock has 
dropped almost, to the bottom, and we can 
never again hope to attain the position we 
held in the early days of the game; but in 
no other city is the avera er gatered 
for to the same extent, as fh Da lin. The 
inter-club competition is a wonderful piece of 
organisation, and gives every man and woman 
who can wield a racquet at all a chance of 
competitive play. In the men’s event, no 
fewer than 73 clubs will participate, and 
everyone, from our best to the real rabbita 
will have their singles and doubles matches 
every Saturday afternoon in June. I do not 
think that the competition helps the standard 
of play to any considerable extent; the 
grass courts at the different clubs vary 
too much in quality, but it certainly 
ensures the popularity of the game, when one 
considers that over eight hundred men are 
competitive teams each 
Saturday for a month in the season. Since 


there are six singles: and three doubles 
matches—it is rather surprising that more 
doubles pairs of real merit do not appear in 
the open tournaments, but there you put 
your finger on a curiousity of Irish tennis, 
namely, the number of men who put up 
sound performances each year in these inter- 
club tests, yet never appear at all in open 
tournament.

Lieutenant-General. He had _ voluntarily 
tendered his resignation from the Defence 
Forces on that date and had been appointed 
by the Executive Council to the position of 
Chief Superintendent of Divisions in the 
Office of Public Works. 
On December 23 last a number of armed 
persons unlawfully entered the Magazine 
Fort in Phenix Park, Dublin, and stole a 
uantity of ammunition which was then in 
the custody of certain members of the 
Defence Forces. 


THE ALLEGED LIBEL 


On January 23 last the defendants pub- 
lished in the Datly T'elegraph the followin 

words ;—‘‘ Eire Changes its Chief of Stair 
I.R.A. Raid Sequel. From Our Own 
Correspondent, Dublin, Monday: It was 
officially. announced here to-night that Major- 
General Michael Brennan, who has been Chief 
of Staff of the Eire Army since 1922, will 
retire on January 29 with the rank of Lieut.- 
General. He will be replaced by Colonel 
Daniel McKenna, now Deputy Quartermaster- 
General, who will be given the rank of Major- 
General. General Brennan will take up an 
Maoin! as Chief Superintendent, in the 
Office of the Board of Works. It is believed 
that these changes are associated with events 
which followed the I.R.A. raid on the 
Magazine Fort in Phonix Park on December 
24, when over 1,000,000 rounds of ammunition 
were stolen, Most of this has been re- 
covered,” 

Lieutenant-General Brennan stated that 
these words meant that he had failed pro- 
perly to discharge his duties as Chief of Staff 
and that the Joss of the ammunition from 
the Magazine Fort as a result of the raid 
had been due in whole or in part to such 
failure; and that he had been compelled to 
retire from the Defence Forces by reason of 
his failure properly to discharge his duties 
as Chief of Staff.

To that statement the defendants had, con- 
tinued Mr. FitzGerald, filed a defence. He 
read the defence, in which the defendants 
admitted the publication, but stated that

civil servant. The words did not, they said, 
bear the meaning alleged by the plaintiff, 
and in their ordinary meaning were no libel. 
In so far as they consisted of statements of 
fact they were true in substance and in fact, 
and in so far as they consisted of expressions 
of opinion they were fair comment, made 
in good faith, and without malice upon the 
facts, which were matters of public interest.

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The Price of Peace 


Dail Eireann has set an honourable 
example to the country. Last night Mr. 
de Valera announced the immediate íorma- 
tion of a National Defence Council, 
consisting of three members from the 
Fianna Fail Party, three from United 
Ireland and two from the Labour Party. 
Its functions will be—we cannot do better 
than quote Mr. Cosgrave’s admirable 
summary—to maintain the institutions of 
the State against all danger, to safeguard 
the essentials of its economic life, and to 
meet and defeat treasonable activities 
within the State. The Council 
possess no executive powers; those will 
remain the prerogative of the Government, 
under the Oireachtas. It will be responsible, 
however, for all-major policy arising out 
of the terribly dangerous conditions that 
confront our country: so that hence- 
forward the nation’s freedom of action 


will 


to misconstruction, by reason of inter- 
party differences and divisions: to all 
intents and purposes, high policy will be 
decided by a National Government. The 
moral effect of this agreement will be great. 
Harmony between the political parties has 
been rare; and Mr. de Valera’s announce- 
ment must go far to shake our people from 
the apathy on which he commented at 
Galway during the week-end, and to 
convince them that they are confronted 
with the gravest peril. We congratulate 
Mr. de Valera on the courage with which 
he has taken the initiative of an appeal 
to the Opposition parties; and, with equal 
cordiality, we congratulate Mr. Cosgrave 
and Mr. Norton on the ready patriotism 
which has prompted their whole-hearted 
response. We are certain that the people 
of the twenty-six counties will follow so 
‘admirable a lead. Last night the Taoiseach 
announced that certain essential measures 
will be taken at once, in order to prepare 
the nation for any possible assault upon 
its freedom and security. The Reserves 
of the Regular Army and _ first-line 
Volunteers are being called to the Colours, 
while a campaign to secure more recruits, 
to the number of thousands, is being 
initiated. In addition, young men are 
asked to register for a new Local Security 
Force, whose duty, as Mr. de Valera 
phrased it on Saturday, will be to act as 
“ the eyes and ears of the Defence Forces.” 
About the urgency of these measures there 
can be no doubt. Eire has maintained her 
neutrality and freedom for nine months, 
during which several small nations of. 
Western Europe—nations. which had no 
greater reason than she to fear assault— 
have become battlefields. It is easy 
to say that Ireland can do nothing 
against the gigantic resources, in man- 
power and: armaments, of a Great Power.

| Belgium’s Surrender 


The present. war has been full of sur- 
prises ; but, possibly, the greatest surprise 
of all came yesterday morning when 
Monsieur Paul Reynaud, the French 
Prime Minister, announced the surrender 
of the Belgian Army. When the Germans 
invaded Belgium King Leopold sent an 
urgent message for help to the French and 
British Governments. He also addressed 


the cruel injustice that had been done to 
his country. When the Dutch laid down 
their arms the Belgians decided to fight 
on, and their young King gained the 
admiration of the world by his resolve to 
remain with his troops. The Belgian Army 
has been fighting magnificently. It has 
had heavy losses; but its moral has been 
excellent. and the losses that it has in- 
flicted on the Germans have been 
‘enormous. It was all the more surprising, 
therefore, to learn from the lips of 
Monsieur Reynaud that, acting appa- 
rently against’ the advice of a united 
Belgian Cabinet, King Leopold, as 
Commander-in-Chief of the Army, had 
ordered his troops to cease all resistance. 
According to the French Premier, this 
decision was taken not only against the 
wishes of the Belgian Government, but 
without any previous warning to Genera! 
Blanchard, the French commander of the 
Allied forces that had been acquitting 
themselves so brilliantly on Belgian soil. 
In all the circumstances, one may forgive 
Monsieur Reynaud for the resentment 
which his statement displayed ; but most 
reasonable men will agree with the 
British Minister for Information, Mr. 
Duff Cooper, who declared yesterday even- 
ing that the hour was too solemn for re- 
crimination. History will pass its in- 
exorable verdict on King Leopold, who 
assuredly acted in what he considered to 
be in the best interests of his country and 
his people. For the moment suffice it to 
say that the Belgian Army of almost three 
hundred thousand men has surrendered to 
the Germans: in Herr Hitler’s words, it 
has ‘‘ceased to exist.’’ The way to 
Dunkirk has been thrown open to the 
Germans; and Herr Hitler has offered to 
place a castle at the disposal of King 
Leopold pending his final decision regard- 
ing Belgium’s future status. 

Nobody who has read the British Prime 
Minister’s speech in the House of 
Commons yesterday can have any illusions 
concerning the gravity of the situation 
from the Allies’ point of view. Virtually 
the whole British army has been left in 
the lurch. Doubtless the High Command 
was not taken completely by surprise by 
King Leopold’s action, and it may have 
been able to extricate at least portion of 
its forces from an exceedingly awkward 
position; but the fact remains that the 
Germans have been presented with the 
key to the Channel ports, and that, unless 
something like a miracle is performed by 
General Weygand within the next few 
days, the British army, with its French 
reinforcements, may be faced with a first- 
class disaster. Both the British and the 


‘French are facing the situation with the 


fortitude that might be expected of them. 
There is no sign of panic, or even of 
despair, The French have formed new, 
and strongly-held positions along the 
Aisne and the Somme; and Monsieur. 
Reynaud repeated yesterday their deter- 
mination not only to hold out, but to 
conquer. The British insist that their 


army has not been defeated. It has fought 
with exemplary courage,° It has proved 
itself, man for man, to be at least the 
equal of its adversary, and even in retreat 
its moral has been beyond reproach, Mr.

There has been no sign.of a weakening of 
moral; and, above all, the spirit of the 
civilian population in France, as well as 
in Great Britain, is as firm as ever it was. 
The French are no strangers to invasion. 
They know that they are fighting for their 
very existéhce as a Great Power, and 
that, furthermore, their’ fortunes are 
bound up inextricably with those of their 
British allies. In General Weygand they 
have probably the greatest liying soldier. 
They also have an incomparable army, 
which, with the unwavering support of its 
British comrades, will fight until the last 
drop of France’s life’s blood shall have 
been shed. 


Suspects 


In a two-reel comedy picture made in 
this country in the days of the silent film, 
two tramps entering a country town and 
encountering a shop sign in Gaelic, 
simultaneously remarked, ‘‘Jews!’’ and 
moved on. We have travelled some distance 
since then, and quite a number of persons, 
even in the Civil Service, know more than 
“A Chara” and “ Mise, le meas”; but 
nobody can deny that we still are very far 
behind Wales in the use of the Gaelic. 
This fact, combined with the formation of 
a new Security Volunteer Force, gives us 
special interest in a recent case in the 
Principality where an able seaman who 
did not know Welsh, upon hearing a 
police constable and a clergyman speaking 
in that language, promptly decided that 
they were spies and biffed the constable 
severely in the jaw. His mistaken zeal 
resulted in the patriotic sailorman being 
haled before a magistrate, who dismissed 
the case under the Probation of Offenders 
Act upon the defendant paying £2 8s. 
costs. The subsequent comments in ripe 
Anglo-Saxon speech by the seaman can be 
imagined better than chronicled. We trust 
that similar incidents will not occur here, 
but this hope is not encouraged by the 
proceedings in the High Court, in which 
some of the parties insisted upon the use 
of Gaelic throughout, to the discomfiture 
of those who did not know the language. 
Mr. Justice Black’s comment was that 
this thing was going to become more 
farcical than he had anticipated. In 
existing circumstances it is obvious that 
the new defence force will be composed for 
the most part of men who do not speak 
Irish, and, if their suspicions are aroused 
by persons who refuse to answer questions 
in English, some very awkward situations 
are likely to arise. We can foresee com- 
plications ahead, even without the language 
difficulty. As a race, we are somewhat 
inclined to instinctive likes and dislikes, 
but it will have to be borne in mind that 
a man cannot be regarded as an enemy of 
the State just because we took a dislike to 
his face the moment we saw it. One must 
not suspect the worst because another man 
is living in a state of affluence that is not 
justified by his income tax return; he 
may be only a hard-working burglar or a 
man with a special hypnotic influence 
over shopkeepers—the ‘‘ comether ” at the 
counter, as it were. Patriotic ebullition 
always tends to provoke mistakes, and, in 
forming the new force, the utmost dis- 
cretion should be exercised to ensure that 
it is composed of men who can be relied 
upon to display a wise discretion in all 
circumstances.

The Times remarks to-day in a leading 
article:—The strictures passed upon King 
Leopold by M. Reynaud and others yesterday 
were necessary, if only in justice to those 
who, despite the defection of their leader, are 
so resolute to continue the fight. There is, 
however, no reason to reject the plea for a 
suspension of final judgment until the full 
facts are known. This is certainly no time 
for useless recrimination, but rather for a 
still greater stiffening of resolution among 
those who are left to carry on the struggle. 
The speeches of both M Reynaud and Mr. 
Churchill yesterday looked forward, not back. 
This is a dark hour—darker than any 
through which we passed in the last war. 
But, as M. Reynaud said, ‘‘ misfortune has 
always made France greater.” It has the 
same effect upon England 

There is no need to emphaisise the pre- 
carious position in which the army of the 
north finds itself with Boulogne lost on its 
right flank and the road to Dunkirk now 
left open on its left. But it is an army that 
still keeps its heart high and its line un- 
broken. Man for man the British soldier has 
consistently proved himself superior to the 
German. Still more markedly our airmen 
overhead have demonstrated their mastery 
whenever they have been able to meet the 
enemy on even approximately equal terms. 
The ascendancy thev have established is one 
of the vital factors for the final issue of the 
war, and. since the output of our factories is 
now known to be steadily reducing the 
immense German advantage of numbers, 
guarantees that the balance in the decisive 
element must ultimately turn in our favour. 

The Allied Navies still -hold the seas in 
power more unchallengeable than ever still 
exercising the ruthless.constraint under which 
the enemy’s effort, unexampled as its present 
violence is, must in time die away.

BELFAST, Tuesday. 


HERE was a sensation in the Northern 
Parliament this afternoon when Mr. 
Edmond Warnock, K.C., the Pazrlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of Home 
Affairs, announced his resignation as Parlia- 
mentary Secretary. 

Mr. Warnock gave as his reason that the 
Ulster war effort was far too feeble, and he 
wished to be in a position of greater freedom 
to urge the people of the country to greater 
sacrifices and greater efforts. 

The statement was made afte: the Prime 
Minister had announced the arrangements 
which he had made with the British Govern- 
ment for organising a volunteer defence 
force for Northern Ireland, and after Mr. J. 
Beattie (Labour) had twitted the Prime 
Minister for not seeking the co-operation of 
all parties in the House in the present grave 
emergency. 

The resignation of Mr. Warnock is an out- 
ward expression of considerable discontent 
among the back bench members of the 
Government that the people of Northern Ire- 
land are not receiving a sufficiently vigorous 
iead at the present time. 

This also was indicated by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Gordon, the Parliamentary Secretary 
.3 the Ministry of Finance, in a recent 
speech. There is a growing feeling that the 

overnment’s proposals to double the exist- 
ing police force (R.U.C. and “ B’’ Specials) 
are altogether inadequate under present cir- 
cumstances, and that a Government which 
would have the support oí all 
parties should be formed, or else 
a Northern Ireland Defence Council. esta- 
blished, in which all parties would be invited 
to join to assist. thé Government to organise 
Northern resistance to any outside aggression. 


NEW DEFENCE FORCE 


PRIME MINISTER’S STATEMENT 


The Prime Minister, in his speech to the 
House on the motion for adjournment, dealt 
with his visit to London and his consultations 
with the Cabinet. He said that arrangements 
had been made with the Imperial authorities 
under which the Royal Ulster Constabulary 
and the Ulster Special Constabulary had 
undertaken the duty of home defence in addi- 
tion to their normal Constabulary duties. An 
additional section of the Speeial Constabulary, 
to be called the Ulster Deferice Volunteers, 
was also to be formed, whose duties would 
be confined. to home defence. 

lhe new section would consist of male 
British subjects resident in Northern Ireland 
who voluntarily undertook to serve therein 
without pay, and were accepted for such 
service, Recruitment would be undertaken by 
the County Commandant of each county, : 


NEED FOR THE FORCE 


The necessity for such a force had come 
— “Ól them quicker than they had expected. 

e had had much heart-searching during 
the past few months as to the proper methods 
to be adopted in view of their peculiar diffi- 
culties, and had come to the conclusion 
that in cegard to all the activities in which 
they were engaged, with the exceptoin of 
this last one, they were 100 per cent. 
efficient. 

The Government had not the power under 
the Government of Ireland Act to force any- 
one to join H.M. forces, and so they had 
to rely on voluntary recruiting. There were 
some people who were getting despondent 
because their Ulster boys were not filling 
up the gaps in the Ulster units. In his talks 
at the British War Office, however, he had 
been promised that very shortly dépóts 
would be opened throughout Northern Ireland 
to enable those desirous of joining up to do so 
without difficulty. 

Later, he said, after they got over the 
first rush of enlistment, another statement 
would be made in regard to motor vehicles, 
which it was desirable to mobilise. The 
Government, he said, relied confidently upon 
& great response to this home defence 
volunteer force. 

In conclusion, Viscount Craigavon said that 
he did not desire to be an alarmist, but one 
could not look on the grave happenings 
from hour to hour without being really 
anxious to put the Government in such a 
position as to satisfy the people of Northern 
Ireland. ' 


NO HOPE OF UNITY 


Mr. J. Beattie (Lab.) said that the Prime 
Minister represented only 60 per cent. of the 
people in the North, and the 40 per cent. 
represented by the Opposition had never been 
taken into his confidence. A united front 
of all parties was now necessary, but the 
Prime Minister had given no hope of that. 
He added that he certainly would not touch 
the Premier's first line of defence. 

The political 'B” Specials Force, the 
new Defence Volunteer Force, should be 
under the control of the military, who enter- 
tained no feelings against a man on account 
of his religion. 


FEEBLE WAR EFFORT 


WHY MR. WARNOCK 
RESIGNED 


Announcing his resignation as _ Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of Home 
Affairs, Mr. Edmund Warnock, K.C., M.P., 
said on Saturday that he had asked the 
Prime Minister to accept his resignation as 
Parliamentary Secretary. He had completed 
his work in regard to civil defence, and he 


left it without anxiety. He had felt 
for some considerable time that the 
Ulster war effort was far too feeble. 


He had heard speeches that Ulster was 
pulling its weight, but they certainly never 
carried any conviction, and, ifhe had had any 
doubts, they were confirmed by the Prime 
Minister’s speech that afternoon. He always 
had learned that “ whatever thy hand findeth 
to do, do it with all thy might.” Tt was a 
golden rule to-day, when the clouds were 
gathering. . 

After the first few months of the war this 
Government fell into a state of Jethargy—al- 
most a state of coma. ‘‘It is not the people 
of this country who have not pulled their 
weight; it is the Government,” he proceeded. 
“T feel that 1 could no longer retain any 
minor responsibilities which my particular 
office carried, and 1 felt I could not go on 
carrying it any longer.”’ 


LOOKING FOR A LEAD 


He added that he had heard the Chief Whi 
(Lord Glentoran) state that the Britis 
Government did not want recruits, but he 
(Mr. Warnock) had since heard a more 
urgent voice calling for recruits for the Royal 
Air Force, which was performing magnificent 
deeds of valour day by day, If he were 
twenty-five years younger there was no power 
ou earth that sania keep him on the 
ground, : 

“I speak to-day,” he said, “with as great 
resiraint as I can, but I speak with feelings 
of deep emotion. I cannot think that this 
is the best that Ulster can do. I cannot 
think that wher I see the young men of this 
city walking about, eager, level and lookin 
for a lead from the Government—a lead 
which they, have never got. The Prime 
Minister has. given many years of great ser- 
vice to the Imperial cause. If he would 
step forward now and rally the people of 
Ulster, as they are demanding to be rallied, 
he would put a crown on a great career. 

Mr. J. W. Nixon (Ind. U.) said only: a 
reat man could take the step taken by Mr. 

arnock. He had stated often that he was 
not satisfied with the Government.

Mr, Rowley Elliott (U.) said the Govern-

FIGHTING AT NARVIK

GERMAN FLANK ATTACK FAILS 


Press ASSOCIATION War SP&CIAL. 
STOCKHOLM, Tuesday. 


A German attempt to outflank Allied troops 
in the Narvik area is reported by the 
Aftonbludet to-day. German troops were 
sent to Stroemsnes, three miles east of 
Narvik, on the Rombaks fiord, and from 
there were transported across the fiord in 
small craft. They then proceeded to attack 
Allied troops, who had apparently landed at 
Oeyjord. British warships supported the 
Allies, while German aircraft were active. 
The Germans scuttled four ehips at the 
narrowest point of Rombaks fiord to prevent 
further passage. 

A fight between a four-engined German 
‘plane and a couple of two-engined British 
‘planes ended, according to eye-witnesses, jn 
the German ’plane crashing in flames, 

The population of Tromso has been 
evacnated, owing to the increased danger of 
aerial bombardment, according to a special 
correspondent of the Social Demokraten in 
Northern Norway The correspondent adds 
that the Allied and Norwegian troops con- 
tinue to carry out successful operations on 
the Narvik front, and that German attempts 
to drop parachute troops in regions occupied 


by Norwegian troops have failed. 


GERMAN APPEAL TO 
NORWEGIANS 


An appeal to the Norwegians in Northern 
Norway to ‘ follow the example of King 
Leopold and lay down their arms” was 
broadcast to-night by the German-controlled 
Oslo radio. ‘‘ The Belgians did not want to 
be cannon fodder for the British Empire any 
longer,' said the announcer.

Fewer Gas Victims. 


The wind to-day, says a special war tele- 
gram from the Northern Front in France is 
fresh and strong from the north-east, and 
slightly in favour of the enemy as regards 


‘the use of gas, of which they seem to have 


an inexhaustible supply. During the past 
few days gas has again been used to a deadly 
extent, although the casualties have been 
lessened by between 50 and 70 per cent. by 
several kinds of preventives. There were 
a great many arrivals of wounded during yes- 
terday and last night, but to-day there are 
only a few trains, and they are lightly loaded. 


Meat Famine in Britain. 


Two hundred butchers’ shops have been 
closed in Glasgow owing to the scarcity of 
meat. Wholesale meat prices now exceed the 
famine rates prevailing 35 years ago.  Bir- 
kenhead butchers have decided to close their 
premises at two in the afternoon on four 
days every weex. This action is due mainly 
to a shortage of meat supplies and high 
prices.

The Finance Bill 


Sir Kingsley Wood (Chancellor of thg 
Exchequer), who will introduce tha 
Finance Bill to the House of Commons 
to-morrow, has had a legal training, which 
will help him in his task of expoundina 
go intricate a measure. One point about 
the bill is that it is an inheritance from 
Lord Simon, now Lord Chancellor. who 
as such, will be unable to give Sir Kingsley 
any assistance. He will be supported, 
however, by Captain Crookshank (Financial 
Secretary to the Treasury), who had a big 
part in the drawing up of the bill, and 
will thus be an able second to the 
Chancellor. Both will have a strenuous 
time in Parliament for the next fow weeks 
the bill being unlikely to reach the Statutg 
Book before the end of July. 


Road Haulage 


A large measure of Government control 
over British transport undertakings is 
under consideration, and it is possible 
that road haulage in connection with 
essential war work may be. affected. 
Reports on the subject have been sub 
mitted to the Ministry of Transport. The 
main object would be to expedite the 
delivery of goods and materials required 
for essential purposes and to ensure that 
they should receive priority over traffic of 
less urgent character. It is suggested that 
Regional Transport Commissioners should 
be empowered to allocate tho traffic under 
the general direction of the Ministry of 
Transport. 


Air Francé Services 


Air France hopes to carry out its summer 
programme of services this vear. Thes 
services run between London and Paris 
and the South of France. the Near and 
Far East, and West and Central Africa. 
There may be a little delay in starting 
the London-Paris service, but, apart from 
that, Air France is adhering to its 
schedule, in spite of the international 
situation. A service between Marseilles 
and Lisbon is being run in connection with 
the arrival and departure of the Pan- 
American Airways flying-boats. There is 
also a weekly service from London to Hong 
Kong, via Egypt, India and Burma, and 
a twice weekly service to Dakar. A service 
to South America conveys air mailsonly. 


Oak Apple Day 


Four hundred Chelsea pensioners, 
inmates of the Royal Hospital, Chelsea, 
will receive a quart of free beer and 4 
bounty of two shillings- to-morrow at their 
Founder’s Day celebrations. The hospital 
was founded by Charles II. as a home (or 
Army pensioners, and the celebrations have 
been observed, usually on Oak Apple Day, 
without a break since 1692. ‘The red- 
coated Chelsea pensioners will have a 
ceremonial parade in the morning, when 
they will march past the statue of King 
Charles in the forecourt of the hospital.

URGENT NEED FOR DEFENCE

Mr. DE VALERA said:—I am sure 
the deputies will have seen the statements 
I recently made on the dangers that 
threaten our country. These dangers are 
now obvious, and I refer to them only in 
order that the Dail and the country may 
see the urgent necessity for the defensive 
yieasures Which the Government is taking. 
The Reserves of the Regular Army and 
first-line Volunteers are all being called 
to the Colours. A campaign to secure 
thousands more recruits for the Army will 
at once be undertaken, those willing to give 
their services to the nation being registered 


at once so as to be called up for training 
at the moment we can take them. A 
campaign to secure the registration of men 


for the Local Security Corps is also being 
undertaken. These men will remain in 
their own areas, and will be asked only 
to give a certain portion of their free time 
for patrol and observation work and the 
securing of information. 

In view of the dangers that confront us, 
I am sure all our people will be united as 
one man behind the Government, ready to 
meet aggression from whatever quarter it 
niay come. Over twenty years ago another 
peri! brought the country to one magni- 
fecnt unity. The leaders of all parties, 
the Church and the people combined for a 
great and noble purpose to save our young 
men from being forced into a war against 
the nation’s will. Can I not ask for the 
same unity to-day to resist being brought 
into a war into which our State has 
declared its desire and its intention not 
to be involved. 


NATIONAL DEFENCE 


There is but one line of safety for us— 
to be ready to resist to the utmost who- 
soever may attack us. I have asked the 
leaders of the Opposition parties to join 
in a conference of three members of the 
Government, three of the principal Opposi- 
tion, and two of the Labour Party to meet 
each week and at such other times as may 
be necessary to consult and advise on 
matters of national defence.

NEW FRENCH ACTION

Belgium will be dumbfounded, but the guilt 
of one man cannot be imputed to the entire 
nation. Our army has not deserved the fate 
which has befallen it. 

“ The act, which we deplore, is without any 
legal validity ; it does not bind the country. 


BREAKING THE BOND 


“ According to the terms of the Belgian 
Constitution, which the King swore to. up- 
hold, all the powers come from the people. 
They are exercised as laid down by the Con- 
stitution. No act of the King can be valid 
unless it bears the counter-signature of a 
Minister. This principle is absolute. It is a 
fundamental rule in the functioning of our 
institutions. The King, breaking the bon 
which bound him to his people, placed him- 
self under the power of the invader. 

‘* Henceforth he is no longer in a position to 
govern, since obviously the functions of the 
head of the State cannot be carried out under 
foreign control. Officers and public servants 
are, therefore, released from the obedience im- 
posed upon them by their oath of allegiance. 

‘The Belgian Constitution provides for the 
continuity of the powers of the Govern- 
ment. This applies particularly to cases such 
as this when it is impossible for the King to 
exercise his powers as reigning sovereign. In 
such a contingency there is a regulation that 
in the transitional period the constitutional 
powers of the King are exercised in the name 
of the Belgian nation by the Council of 
Ministers, and under their responsibility. 


GOVERNMENT WILL NOT

“It is on this principle that the Govern- 
ment is taking its stand; the Government, 
which is the only one regularly constituted 
and invested with the confidence of the two 
Chambers, who approved of its determination 
to defend to the end, in conjunction with the 
Allies, the independence of Belgium and the 
integrity of her territory against the most 
odious of aggressions.

Only seventeen days ago—on May 1l—he 

broadcast a proclamation declaring that 
Belgium would “ resist as in 1914 ’’—that is 
to. say, till annihilation if need be, That was 
the day following the German invasion, That 
the King recognised the import of his declara- 
tion had been shown already by his own 
broadcast message earlier in the day warning 
the Belgian people that, although resistance 
was “‘ infinitely greater than in 1914,” the 
fight would be hard. 


MESSAGES TO LIEGE AND 
NAMUR 


The King had foreseen this. Perhaps, it 
was to be expected that he should not fore- 
see the terrible violence with which the 
German hordes were to hurl themselves upon 
their small, but courageous, pei nor 
the unusual and disconcerting methods they 
were to use. Yet on May 16, six days after 
the invasion began, the King, who had had 
time to appreciate the nature of the attack, 
broadcast a message to the heroes who were 
being pounded to pieces in the forts of Liége, 

““ Resist to the utmost for the fatherland, 
I am proud of you—Leopold,’’ it read. 

Again on May 19 he broadcast the same 
message of encouragement to the defenders of 
Namur. 

Leopold had shown that he was alive to 
the realities of the impending situation, when, 
on December 26, he declared to the Army 
in an order of the day that mobilisation was 
the cvuntry’s greatest safeguard. He 
assumed supreme command of the Belgian 
Army on May 10, as was his right under 
the Constitution. 


WAR AND PEACE 


From his earliest days he had known war. 
His father sent him to the trenches for a 
spell when he was only thirteen. Yet, 
though it was expected that he would follow 
in the footsteps of King Albert in 1914, as 
father and leader of his people, Leopold 
had done everything possible to avert war. 
His most spectacular efforts to achieve 
appeasement were made in conjunction with 
Queen Wilhelmina, when they offered their 
good offices for the purpose of meditation on 
August 29 and November 7-last. He con- 
ferred with representatives of the Oslo Con- 
vention Powers on August 21, and. summoned 
those of six other small neutrals to deliberate 
on the possibility of general appeasement. 

King Leopold’s sudden capitulation 
astonished friend and foe alike. It means 
that Germany now threatens Antwerp, Zee- 
brugge and Ostend harbours, while another 
Channel port, Dunkirk, is seriously menaced. 


HERR HITLER’S GAIN 


Herr Hitler now is master of the greater 
part of a country of 11,775 square miles, 
with a normal population of 8,092,004, but 
this figure has been seriously depleted by 
the flight of hundreds of thousands of 
refugees to France and England, and by the 
death and wounding of a large number of 
soldiers and civilians. At the same time, it 
brings the Germans another step nearer to 
their avowed goal—England. 

The strained German economy, too, will 
receive welcome additions. Coal, coke, pig 
and wrought iron, steel and copper will be 
useful to their war machine—if production 
in the shattered towns can be maintained. 

Hitler’s tightly-rationed home front will 
benefit by pigs and cattle, besides a yearly 

roduction of 3} million tons of potatoes.

WORLD VIEWS 


MAY DETERMINE ITALY’S 
ATTITUDE

While the Press of tne world, for the most 
part, shows both consternation and indigna- 
tion at the surrender to Germany of King 
Leopold of Belgium; yet, through its com- 
ment runs a note of conviction that the 
Allies ultimately will triumph. Politically 
most important is the effect of this capitula- 
tion upon opinion in the United States and 
in Italy. 

Rome feels that it may be the determining 
factor in Italy’s attitude to the war. The 
Lavoro Fascista, for example, says :—‘‘ It is 
evident that the British and French, after a 
long period of European domination, are 
henceforth to live in a position subordinated 
to the new Powers and new peoples, rein- 
forced and armed by the contemporary re- 
volution '' 

It has not been overlooked that Leopold is 
related by marriage to the House of Savoy, 
but Belgian circles in Italy received a pro- 
found shock when they heard the news 
through the French Premier’s broadcast. Up 
to to-day (Tuesday) they had shown pride and 
satisfaction in the fact that their King and 
Army were emulating the deeds of 1914, 


EFFECT IN WASHINGTON 


Nowhere outside London and Paris had 
hopes been greater than in Washington that 
the Allies might be able to cut the German 
salient and re-unite. The full gravity of the 
situation has come as a great shock there. It 
has caused another wave of pessimism as to 
where and when the German onslaught might 
be yay = 
‘“‘It looks mighty bad over there, but we 
still hope the Allies win,’’ is the attitude of 
the man-in-the-street. 

The Washington Star says that the sur- 
render is a disaster, almost of calamitous pro- 
portions, for the Allied cause. 


CANADA 


Canada takes comfort in the words of the 
Toronto Star—that “in her dark hours 
Britain is always at her best.” The Press 
generally is very bitter—‘‘ unworthy action” 
and ‘“‘cowardly treachery ” are two expres- 
sions u nd it contrasts the surrender 
with King Albert’s indomitable courage.

INDIGNATION AMONG 


BELGIANS

_ The first news of the surrender of the 
King of the Belgians was given in a broad- 
cast by Mr. Reynaud, the French Prime 
Minister, at 8.30 a.m.

M. Reynaud pointed out that the road to 
Dunkirk—through which the three Allied 
armies in the North received their supplies— 
had been opened to the German divisions. 

The French Premier spoke in scathing terms 
of King Id’s act, which he said was 
“without precedent in history.” 

After referring to. the King’s appeal to the 
Allies eighteen days before, he continued : 
‘Without one thought, without one word 
for the British and French soldiers who came 
to the = of his country, King Leopold III. 
of the Belgians laid down his arma. 

France's faith in victory, added M. 
Reynaud, was unshaken, The strength of 
every soldier, of every Frenchman and every 
French woman had grown tenfold. 

Great indignation at King Leopold’s action 
is being shown by ó a in Paris, accord- 
ing to authoritative French quarters. . 

A Belgian senator is quoted as saying 
that the King’s act constitutes ' a unique 
stain on our national history.’ : 

Correspondents of Belgian newspapers in 
France have issued this statement :— 

“The King has betrayed his country and 
foresworn his oath to the Constitution. We 
ask Frenchmen not to judge us after the 
fashion of our King. e King is dead. 
Long live Belgium.’ i 

La Meuae, a Liege paper, now published in 
Paris, in an article, headed “ All Belgium 
Condemns the King,” says:—‘‘ There is no 
longer a King. Only a Belgium remains to 
us. She has at least her honour to save, 
and, with the aid and friendship of the 
Allies, she will save it.’ 


CALM IN FRANCE 


The French public quickly recovered from - 
the shock of M. Reynaud’s announcement, 
and the calm which France has shown 
throughout the war reasserted itself. 

“Tt was a hard blow, but we can take 
it, and it won’t stop us winning the war,” 
was the general attitude. 

The French War Office spokesman said :— 
‘The position of the Allied armies in the 
North was, undoubtedly, serious before the 
Belgian surrender, but in no way desperate. | 

‘Through Leopold’s treacherous act, it

At the same time it was stated in 
authorised quarters that the great deeds of 
the Belgian Army in resisting the Germans 
must not be overlooked. ‘‘ The Belgian 
Army has done its duty—and more than its 
duty—in a series of battles in Flanders and 
in defending Namur and Liege.” 


DRAMATIC MIDNIGHT 
MEETING 


M. Reynaud’s broadcast followed a dram- 
atic midnight meeting of the French Cabinet, 
which lasted two hours. 
The Ministers, with President Lebrun in 
the chair, heard a statement by General 
Weygand, and discussed the military and 
diplomatic situation. : 

e Belgian Ministers now in Paris also 
met during the night as soon as King 
Leopold’s decision became known. They met 
again at midday, the Presidents of the 
Belgian Senate and Chamber also being pre- 
sent. There were many consultations between 
the French and Belgian Ministers during the 
morning.

DEMONSTRATION

BEFORE STATUE OF KING 


ALBERT 


M. Pierlot and members of his Government, 
took part in a big demonstration before the 
statue of King Albert in Paris to-night. Black 
crepe was tied round its base and wreaths 
laid on it. Thousands of Belgians, includin 
groups of ex-Service men, were present. Amid 
scenes of emotion, the crowd sang the Belgian 
National Anthem. There were cries of: 
“Long live Belgium,’’ as, for an hour and a 
half, the crowd filed past. Some young 
Relgians fixed a notice on the statue, reading : 
“ Venerated King, who made our country 
great, give us strength to wash away the 
shame which your unworthy successor has 
covered our unhappy Belgium. We swear to 
avenge this treason.” 

Another group carried banners bearing the 
words: ‘‘Refugees to-day ; soldiers to-morrow. 
Long Jive France.” 

Official reminders to the public that the 
numerous Belgian refugees scattered in many 
— of France must not be made responsible 
or the treason of their King are expected to 
be issued shortly. The authorities are very 
anxious that the lot of the refugees should 
not be made worse by understandable out- 
bursts of popular anger. It is hoped that 
with the co-operation of the Belgian Ministers 
here, the Belgian refugee rad om will be 
moulded as rapidly as possible into an 
organised body of soldiers and workers 
harnessed to the Allied war machine.—(P.A.

The 
Superior quality of British aircraft would 
prove decisive in the end, :

MINISTER’S REPLY 


Mr, Duff Cooper (Minister of Information) 
announced that he would attend future meet- 
ings of the War Cabinet, so that he might be 
injormed of what was in the mind of those 
responsible for grave decisions. Dealing with 
the difficulties of ensuring that news 
should be prompt and o accurate, 
he said that nothing was more dangerous than 
to allow rumour to precede true news. 
All that the Ministry wanted was to be sure 
that, in the minds of the ordinary man 
and woman, there should be a true picture 
of the situation. Rumour was the ally of the 
Nazis. It was impossible to suppress rumour, 
but they were fighting against it. \ 

He agreed with Mr. Noel-Baker that the 
Ministry should have centralised control of 
all sources of information, and he was doing 
his best to achieve this. 

All official announcements by the B.B.C, 
would in future be communicated to them 
through the Ministry to ensure that their 
information was correct. A system of checks 
had been instituted to make sure that no 
bogus orders or information of any kind 
should be broadcast. Of course, the Press 
would still be free to publish what they 
liked under the censorship. 


MESSAGE TO GERMANY 


He would do his best to encourage the 
important elements in Germany who had no 
sympathy with the present regime, so that 
when the war was over and a better régime 
existed those people would be given the 
opportunity of sharing in what prosperity 
remained to any of them. 

The second message to these people was 
the certainty that Germany would be 
defeated, and that it was in their interests 
to oppose the continuance of the war. He 
believed it possible by these various activities 
to shorten the war by months, and even by 


years.
